was pictured by Congressman Fair-; 
field of Indiana in addressing the pub­ 
lic 
patriotic 
m eeting 
held in 
the 
Court House Friday evening in cele­ 
bration of W ashington’s Birthday. 


The 
Indiana 
Congressman 
paid 
glowing tribute to the characters and 
accomplishments o f both the Father 
of the country 
and its Savior in its 
time of internal struggle, and then as 
the climax and closing of his address 
Mr. Fairfield said: 


“Will you bear 
with me while we 
survey the circumstances under which 
these men wrought? 
W ashington led 
in the struggle of thirteen weak, un­ 
organized colonies against the g rea t­ 
est 
military 
power in the 
world. 
There was 
no navy. 
There was 
no 
army. 
There 
were 
no arms. 
One 
half of the people were Tories. 
W ith­ 
out ships, without 
soldiers, without 
munitions, without 
money, with the 
worid of thought against the princi­ 
ples of 
democracy, with no 
central 
government, 
it was his to hold 
the 
colonies together 
by the success of 
his arms, 
the wisdom 
of his judg­ 
ment and the integrity of his purpose. 
“When the war was over and there 
was imminent danger that the fabric, 
so loosely woven together, w'ould be 
torn asunder, it was the weight of his 
name that 
determines! whether 
the 
warp put 
into the fabric should be 
strong 
enough 
to 
hold 
the 
loose 
strands together. 
The Virginia con­ 
vention would never have adopted the 
constitution, had it not been for the 
influence of Washington. 


“I need not tell you here tonight of 
domestic conditions 
in this country, 
on the Fourth 
of March 1861. 
The 
fleet scattered, the arsenals looted, the 
treasury bankrupt, the people o f the 
North 
divided, 
coercion 
denounced, 
the right 
under the 
constitution to 
preserve the union denied, peace con­ 
ventions 
everywhere. 
Bitterly 
a s ­ 
sailed 
by partisian 
press, his 
life 
threatened, ridiculed and caricatured, 
it was Lincoln’s task to show that our 
constitution 
has 
an 
anchor. 
That 
anchor is the power the constitution 
has conferred upon the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The great war Governor of 
Indiana expressed it in them.* words, 
‘The 
constitution 
and laws of 
the 
United States operate directly upon 
the individual and not upon the state, 
and as if there were no states.’ 
That 
was the issue upon which Oliver P. 
Morton was elected Governor of the 
State 
of Indiana. 
A great political 
party denied that statem ent. 
It is the 
anchor of our H u rtles and the s a fe ­ 
guard of civilization on this continent. 
“ To-day our fleet at hand, our ar­ 
senals with all the munitions in them, 
the treasury 
full and 
running over 
into the laps of our allies, our people 
united, 
the prosecution of the 
war 
urged by all, no constitutional right 
of the governm ent to reach out and 
lay its hands 
on the men of 
every 
state is raised, no peace conventions 
in any state, no partisian press a s­ 
sailing President Wilson, a large part 
of the world 
allied with us and de­ 
pendent 
upon us, 
the press of 
the 
world praising 
and not cursing, all 
the parties united to help and not to 
hinder. 
If the problems of President 
Wilson are stupendous with a united 
people behind him, w’ith three fourths 
of the world in alliance with him, and 
with an alm ost Inexhaustible supply 
of men and 
money available, 
what 
m ust have been the m agnitude of the 
task set before W ashington and Lin­ 


coln ?”

The board of managers of the Sus­ 
quehanna and York Borough Turn­ 
pike company, at a special meeting 
of the stockholders held at ll o'clock 
Thursday morning at the office in the 
York Trust Cb. building, was author­ 
ized to sell the 'pike to the county 
and the state. 
This is the third of 
the turnpike companies which have 
favored the transfer to the county 
and state in the proposed freeing of 
these roads from tolls. 
The price to 
be paid for the Susquehanna and York 
borough turnpike is $60,000. 
The de­ 
cision to purchase from the turnpike* 
traversing York county after an ad­ 
justment of the prices wa* agreed 
upon by the 
county commissioners 
Thursday, February 7. 
On the same 
day the sale of two of the pike-, the 
York and Maryland Line an I the 
York and Liverpool, was approved by 
the stockholders, 
the prices 
being 
$12,500 for the former and $30,(KH) 
for the latter.
